ROOSEVELT’S RIB 


Danger Mark Will Not be Pass­ 


ed Until Friday. 


EXPECT 
SPEEDY

Colonel’s Wife Spends Nearly All of 


Her Tim e at Husband's Bedside and 


Bars Visitors.

Colonel Roosevelt,

The first X ray plate which definitely 
shows the bullet in Colonel Rouse* e l f a 
chest has been developed The bullet 
is shown partly imbedded in the I le c ­ 
ture In the fourth rib about four inches J 
ti oui the sternum .
